“You  have  your  choice  to  do  as 
you  please  if  you  are  willing  to  take 
the  inevitable  consequences  of  your 
acts,”  Judge  Harold  Harwood  warned 
the  twenty-three  F'rosh  rule-breakers 
who  appeared  in  Senior  court  Wed- 
nesday at  one  o’clock. 

As  a measure  to  insure  the  proper 
attitude  on  the  part  of  the  frosh  to- 
ward the  court  and  its  functions  in  the 
student  body.  Judge  Harwood’s  sen- 
tences are  increasing  in  severity. 

Of  the  twenty-three  law-breakers 
present  when  court  convened,  nineteen 
received  sentences  and  four  were  ex- 
cused for  lack  of  evidence. 

Thelma  Buys  .charged  with  failing 
to  appear  to  fulfill-  her  sentence  was 
found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  wear  a 
green  and  red  stocking  for  three  days 
beginning  Monday. 

Lucille  Wilde  and  Virginia  Whit- 
taker, charged  with  the  same  offense, 
were  sentenced  to  wear  straw  hats  and 
red  and  yellow  stockings  for  a period 
of  three  days  .beginning  Monday. 

Elizabeth  Romney,  Cecilia  Romney, 
Chrystal  Scherer,  Marion  Brown,  and 
June  Monson  were  found  guilty  of  the 
charge  of  wearing  no  caps  and  were 
sentenced  to  rake  leaves  for  one  hour 
Friday,  ilirectly  after  chapel. 

Montez  Davies  charged  with  enter- 
ing the  front  door  and  not  wearing 
a cap  was  sentenced  to  scrub  floors 
for  one  hour. 

Fern  Pardoe,  charged  with  habitual- 
ly wearing  no  cap,  was  found  guilty 
and  sentenced  to  scrub  floors  for  one 
and  a half  hours. 

Louisa  Benson,  charged  with  not 
wearing  a cap  was  found  guilty  and 
sentenced  to  scrub  floors  for  an  hour. 
The  fact  that  Miss  Benson  was  an 
hour  late  to  court  no  doubt  accounts 
for  the  severity  of  the  penalty. 

Hillman,  Hone,  White,  Allred, 
Burke  and  Cluff,  frosh  men  who  were 
charged  with  not  speaking  to  upper- 
classmen, were  found  guilty  and  sen- 
tenced to  receive  three  spats  apiece; 
with  the  “board  of  education,”  Friday 
morning  after  devotional. 

Elial  Whitehead  and  Wendell 
Poulson,  charged  with  wearing  no 
cap,  were  also  found  guilty  and  sen- 
tenced to  receive  three  spats.  Mr. 
Whitehead  protested  his  sentence, 
whereupon  one  lick  was  administered 
in  court. 

Boyson,  another  frosh  man  whose 
other  name  could  not  be  determined, 
and  who  was  charged  with  wearing 
no  cap,  was  found  guilty  and  sentenc- 
ed to  three  spats  after  chapel  Friday. 

The  cases  of  Georgia  Dimick,  Gol- 
den Brimhall,  Larsen  and  MacAndrew 
were  dismissed  on  account  of  lack  of 
evidence. 

Frosh  who  do  not  appear  in  court 
are  charged  with  contempt  of  court. 
Continued  offences  of  this  kind  result 
for  the  guilty  party  in  their  being 
dropped  from  all  student  body  activi- 
ties until  rules  are  complied  with.

W^e  do  not  participate  in  politics  as  a 
university  student  body.  Our  curriculum 
does  not  include  a course  of  republicanism, 
democracy  or  socialism.  Our  faculty  has 
never  imposed  their  political  views  on  their 
students ; nor  have  lecturers  been  allowed  to 
use  devotional  exercises  for  political  campaign- 
ing. Yet  the  policy  of  the  school  was  indis- 
creetly set  aside  in  last  Monday  morning's 
devotional  exercises.

A FRESHMAN’S  VIEW  OF  IT 


PRES.  HARRIS 
TELLS  OF  CHINA 


Writing  from  Peking,  China,  Presi- 
dent Harris  says:  “Peking  is  so  thor- 
oughly complex  and  so  interesting 
it  would  take  many  volumes  to  des- 
cribe it  adequately,  of  course,  the 
people  are  the  most  interesting  phase 
to  me.  One  sees  all  kinds.  There  are 
thousands  of  women  who  hobble 
about  on  bound  feet.  There  are  al- 
so a lot  of  men  who  wear  their  queue, 
although  this  is  not  so  distressing. 
On  every  hand  poverty  of  the  most 
object  kind  is  evident,  although  there 
are  many  wealthy  Chinamen. 

I go  about  everywhere  in  a Rick 
Sha.  I get  a man  by  the  day — j 
whole  day  he  is  my  slave  for  $1.50 
emixican  which  is  75c  in  our  money, 
He  never  is  off  the  trot.  Today  in 
one  stretch  of  nearly  an  hour  he  trot- 
ted along  at.  about  “Frosty”  Richards’ 
long  distance  gait.  Usually  however, 
I stop  more  frequently  to  take  a pic- 
ture, visit  a museum  or  investigate 
something.” 

Because  so  few  people  Visit  China 
President  Harris’  bits  of.  description 
are  doubly  interesting.  The  last  let- 
ter received  was  written  October  7, 
at  Tientsin,  north  China. 

While  still  in  Peking,  President  Har- 
ris writes:  “I  have  devoted  today  to 
a study  of  education  here  in  Peking, 
and  how  depressed  it  has  made  me. 
The  National  University  had  to  be 
closed  on  account  of  lack  of  funds.  I 
went  through  the  various  buildings 
and  looked  at  the  apparatus,  but  there 
were  no  students.  Their  school  year 
begins  in  April,  but  this  year  it  ran 
only  two  or  three  months  and  then 
had  to  close  to  give  funds  for  their 
civil  war,  which  is  most  terrible,  but 
this  is  not  the  worst,  since  in  this 
entire  city  with  two  or  three  times  the 
population  of  the  State  of  Utah,  there 
is  not  a single  public  school  in  opera- 
tion for  the  same  reason.  Think  of 
it,  in  the  year  1926  all  children  out 
of  school  when  they  need  education 
more  than  anything  else  in  the  world.”

Utah  took  the  aggres- 
sive and  smashed  through  the  green 
line  unmercifully,  slating  up  their  ten 
points  in  the  first  half.  In  a typical 
•■\ggie  comeback  in  the  second  half 
the  losing  team  opened  up  with  a 
brilliant  display  of  football  wares  that 
swept  the  crimson  backward  toward 
and  across  their  goal  line. 

Dope  was  spilled  again  when  the 
Utah  Aggies  won  7 to  3 at  Denver  in 
a brilliant  game. 

The  game  at  Bozeman  showed  the 
Montana  Bobcats  to  be  a hard  team, 
their  win  of  9-6  over  Colorado  Teach- 
ers keeping  them  at  the  top  in  the 
conference  race. 

Provo’s  remaining  games  are  with 
the  Montana  Bobcats,  Colorado  Ag- 
gies, and  the  University  of  Utah,  all 
topnotchers  of  the  conference. 

A state  record  fell  when  Carbon 
county  high  school  crossed  Ferron’s 
line  for  touchdowns  twenty-five  times, 
Ferron  retaliating  with  one  touch- 
down. Score  175  to  6. 

Two  of  the  most  thrilling  games  in 
the  country  were  played  between 
Stanford  and  U.  S.  C.,  and  Minnesota 
and  Wisconsin.  In  the  first,  the 
score  stood  12-0  when  Stanford  cam? 
back,  tied  the  score,  then  kicked  goal 
for  the  thirteenth  and  winning  point. 

A see-saw  score  wherein  lead  changed, 
four  times  made  the  Wisconsin-Min- 
nesota  game  a thriller.  A 70-yard  run 
near  the  close  of  play  won  the  game 
for  Illinois  16-10. 

Navy  upset  dope,  crossing  Yost’s 
line,  an  beating  Michigan  10  to  0. 
Michigan  was  1925  western  cham- 
pions, their  goal  line  never'  having 
been  crossed  in  that  year. 

Frosty  Peters,  new  Illinois  back, 
and  hailed  as  the  new  Grange,  won 
for  Illinois  in  their  battle  w<ith  Pen- 
nsylvania when  he  booted  a field  goal 
in  the  closing  minutes  of  play,  scor- 
ing the  only  points  of  the  game. 

The  O.  A.  C.-Idaho  game  finished, 
with  a 3 to  0 score,  the  game  going 
to  the  Oregon  Aggies,  the  honors  to 
the  vandals. 

The  Provo  high  school  defeated  the 
Lehi  high  school  football  eleven  by 
a score  of  57  to  0 last  Friday  after- 
noon on  the  “Y”  field. 

The  game  was  featured  by  repeated 
long  runs  for  Provo,  Vacher  and 
Hoover  leading  the  attack.  Whimpey, 
Lehi  quarterback,  was  the  outs^nding 
player  of  the  game,  particularly  on 
defense.  With  no  support  he  was 
unable  to  make  a showing  on  offense, 
but  was  unsurpassable  as  secondary 
defense. 

Coach  Glen  Simmons’  team  plays 
its  titular  contest  this  coming  Friday 
against  Springville  high  school. 
Springville  is  coached  by  Ike  Young, 
a former  Cougar  grid  artist.  Simmons 
is  also  a “Y”  man. 

A powerful  Weber  College  football 
team,  coached  by  Merlin  Stevenson, 
former  Utah  star,  passed  its  fifth 
milestone  on  the  route  to  a clean 
slate  and  a fourth  consecutive  Junior 
College  championship,  by  handing  the 
Idaho  Tech  of  Pocatello  a 33-0  drub- 
■bing  at  Ogden  last  Saturday. 

The  chief  thorns  in  the  path  of  the 
Tech  was  Price,  fullback,  and  Mour- 
tisen,  quarterback,  of  the  Weber  team. 
These  men  carried  the  ball  on  four 
occasions  when  the  famous  Stevenson 
shift  play  was  used.  On  each  occas- 
sion  the  ball  was  carried  from  25  to 
55  yards  for  touchdowns. 

Thompson  for  the  Tech  accounted 
for  most  of  the  forty-six  yards  gain- 
ed in  scrimmage  by  his  team.

LIBRARIAN  RETURNS 
FROM  CONVENTION 


Miss  Anna  Ollerton,  librarian  of 
Brigham  Young  university,  just  re- 
turned from  the  fiftieth  annual  con- 
ference of  the  .\merican  Library  As- 
sociation held  at  Philadelphia,  Oc- 
tober 4th  to  9th. 

At  this  convention  there  were  libra- 
rians or  ambassadors  from  England 
Ireland.  Scotland,  France,  Italy,  Den? 
mark,  Russia,  Sweden.  Germanj', 
Belgium,  Siam,  Jerusalem,  Japan  and 
China.  The  anniversary  session  was 
held  on  Wednesday,  October  6th.  The 
two  speakers  were:  Melvil  Dewey, 

author  of  the  Decimal  Classification; 
and  R.  R.  Bowker,  editor  of  The 
Library  Journal.  Both  of  these  men 
attended  the  first  convention  held, 
fifty  years  ago.  At  three  of  the  other 
meetings  international  speakers  took 
part.  Tliey  told  mainly  of  the  library 
systems  and  movements  of  their  coun- 
tries. 

The  representatives  sent  over  from 
England  invited  as  special  guests,  the^ 
American  Librarians  to  their  con- 
ference which  will  be  held  at  Edins- 
burgh,  Scotland,  in  1927. 

During  the  four  weeks  Miss  Oller- 
ton was  away  she  visited  many  places 
of  interest  in  Philadelphia;  she  visit- 
ed the  Sesqui-Centennial  and  the 
Free  Public  Library,  this  library  is 
the  most  modern  and  finest- equipped 
in  the  world.  It’s  co.st  was  over  three 
million  dollars.  Its  book  capacity  is 
1.250.000  volume^. 

Otlier  places  Miss  Ollerton  visited 
were  tlie  White  House,  where  she  saw 
President  CooHdge,  the  library  of 
Congress,  the  Capital,  the  National 
Cathedral  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul, 
which  is  the  largest  Gothic  cathedral 
now  in  construction,  and  the  Marshal’ 
Field  Store  at  Chicago,  which  is  one 
of  the  largest  stores  in  the  world 
employing  over  9,000  people.
